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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

a. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
Applicant fails to include proper patent and serial numbers on pages 1 , 2, and 23 
of the Specification. 

b. Claims 4,13, and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly . 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. The claims 
recite the limitation "unique correlator value" in line 1. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex 
parte Quay/e, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213. 

A shortened statutory period for reply to this action is set to expire TWO

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-3, 5-12, 14-21 , and 23-27 allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record fails to sufficiently describe 
or suggest a theft detection apparatus employing RFID technology wherein a unique 
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correlator value is created for a current transaction as a function of at least one value 
and the unique correlator value is stored on each item which includes an RFID tag and 
a receipt for the current transaction. These along with further limitations, render the 
claims allowable over prior art. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably, 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."

3. It appears that claims 4, 13, and 22 would be allowable if the 35 U.S.C. 112 2 nd 
rejection were to be overcome. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Though not used in an art rejection, Hind et al, Ashwin, Doljack, 
Wolfram, and Muhme, all teach monitoring and/or security systems which were useful 
during the examination of the present application.
